Hopes Russi Joins It— 
Statute wn Up 
and Early Adoption 
Is Predicted. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19 (AP)— 
The United States expects that 
an international atomic energy 


agency, linked to the United | 


Nations, will be set up soon 
and hopes that Russia will sup- 
port it. 

This word came yesterday 
from Assistant Secretary of 
State Francis O. Wilcox, 
dressing the American Associ- 
ation for the United Nations. 
He said that a statute provid- 
ing for establishment of the 
agency has been drafted by 
Great Britain, the United 
States, France, Canada, South 
Africa, Portugal, Australia and 
Belgium. These countries all 
have atomic energy establish- 
ments or produce the raw ma- 
terials for atomic fuels. 

Wilcox, making his first 
speech as an assistant secre- 
tary, said that the draft would 
be polished on the basis of com- 
ments and criticisms: made by 
other members of the U.N. and 
added: 

“We expect and hope that 
this new agency will be estab- 
lished soon. We shall then be 
ready to take the next steps in 
exploring this new world of 
nuclear energy. ... The agency 
can at once foster the develop- 
ment of national programs and 
the continued interchange of 
information on peaceful uses 
which was so effectively begun 
at Geneva (in the atomic con- 
ference last month).” : 

Wilcox said the proposed or- 
ganization also. could encour- 
age “world-wide research in 
peaceful uses of the atom and 


“arrange for the allocation of 


nuclear materials” so that more 
| and more scientists could gain 
| experience in the field. 

“Those countries most ad- 
vanced in nuclear science must, 
in particular, give support to 
the work of the new agency,” 
Wilcox said. “The United States, 
as we have demonstrated, is 
prepared to do so. ... We sin- 
cerely trust that the Soviet 
Union likewise will contribute

KROCER CHARGE

Would Bar Sale of 
Certain Products. 


Representatives of AFL main- 
tenance men whose strike has 
resulted in closing the 52 
Kroger Co. food stores in Auer: 
city and St. Louis county, said 
today they would ask manage- 
ment to clarify a statement that 
a “hidden objective” of the 
strikers is to compel the com- 
pany to discontinue the sale of 
certain products. 

The statement was made by 
R. A, Hughes, iocal Kroger 
manager, in a letter to news- 
papers and radio stations. A 
copy of the letter was sent to 
Edward J. Weber, business rep- 
resentative of Local 6, AFL 
Firemen, Oilers & Maintenance 
Men. 

Weber, who said the strike 
was in support of a demand by 
the 28 maintenance men em- 
ployed by Kroger Co. for a 
wage increase of 50 cents an 
hour, declared he had no 
knowledge of a “hidden objec- 
tive.” 

In reply to a statement by 
Hughes that pickets were being 
paid by another union, Weber 
said the pickets who are paid 
receive their compensation from 
his union. Others are the strik- 
ers themselves, Weber added.

The previous wage contract,

WHITTLED AWAY. 
CANN CHARGES 


Defenses Against ‘Open 
Threat’ of Commu- 
nism Being Weak- 
ened, He Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP) 
~—Former Senator Harry P. 
Cain (Rep.), Washington, said 
today inroads are being made 
in American liberties which 
weaken the nation’s defense 
against the “open threat” of 
Communism. : 


Cain, an Eisenhower-appointed 
member of the Subversive Ac- 
tivities Control Board, listed as 
“national trends” over the last 
10 years which he said must be 
corrected: 

“A Government of men, not 
laws , ., a presumption of 
guilt, rather than of innocence 
. » « guilt by association .. 
guilt by kinship ... a citizen's 
sworn word becomes less im- 
portant.” 

It is trends such as these, 
Cain said in a speech at the 
tenth National Conference of 
Citizenship, which are in line 
with Communism’s “hidden 
threat plot to discredit 
our free institutions and proc- 
esses, and to create a gulf of 
suspicion, doubt and fear be- 
tween our people, our Govern- 
ment and its leaders.” 


The Hidden Threat. 


“This hidden threat is the 
possibility that some day there 
will be no resistance to inter- 
national Communism because 
Americans have ceased to think 
as Americans, as possessors of 
a heritage of freedom which 
can be advanced and defended 
with America’s own centuries- 
old weapons of justice and mod- 
eration,” Cain said 


Messages from President 
Eisenhower, Chief Justice Earl 
Warren and Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell were among 
those to be read to the gather- 
ing sponsored by patriotic and 
civic organizations throughout 
the country. 


(The United Press said the 
President Eisenhower, in a mes- 
sage of greetings from Denver, 
said Americans must present a 
“united front in whatever con- 
cerns the freedom and security 
of our nation.” “‘Aaware of our 
obligation to understand .each 
other in differing points of 
view, we are mindful neverthe- 
less of a cuutinuing responsibil- 
ity to preserve the blessings of 
our liberty and to present at all 
times the united front in what- 
ever concerns the freedom and 
security of our nation,” he said.) 


Cain Keynotes Meeting. 


Cain, keynoting the meeting, 
said that individual liberties 
are the “reason for being” of 
a non-totalitarian government, 
but the American heritage of 
freedom is “under siege ... 
right here at home.”

CRASH FATAL 1026 


CAB Says Italian Pilot's 
Approach to Idlewild Air- 
port Was Erratic. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 (AP) 
—The Civil Aeronautics Board 
blamed “pilot fatigue” today as 
the probable cause of an Ital- 
ian airliner crash that claimed 
26 lives at New York's Idle- 
wild airport last Dec. 18, 

CAB said in a report based 
on a nine-month investigation 
the immediate cause o f the 
crash was “an erratic approach” 
to the airfield so that the plane 
came in too low to avoid hit- 
ting a pier that juts into Long 
Island Sound. 

The American-built DC-6 
plowed head-on into the pier, 
exploded, burned and sank on 
its fourth attempt to make an 
instrument landing in heavily 
overcast weather. Only six of 
the 32 persons aboard survived. 

Four Attempts. 
The CAB report said the 


four landing.attempts, with a 
ceiling of only 200 feet, made 
“high mental and physical de- 
mands upon the pilots after a 
221\4-hour flight from Rome.” 

Capt. Guglielmo Algarotti, 
52 years old, a veteran of 151 
Atlantic crossings, was the pilot 
of the airliner. He and his co- 
pilot and all other crew mem- 
bers died in the crash. 

The CAB report said the air- 
port radar control operator re- 
peatedly warned Algarotti he 
was coming in too low. 

As CAB investigators recon- 
structed the tragedy, the pilot 
may have decided to descend 
low enough to see the runway 
despite rain and fog. Then, the 
report said, the plane may have 
drifted off its course. 


He said the traditional con- | 


cept of “government of laws, 
not of men,” is now being 
violated for millions of citizens. 
For example, he said, 10,000,000 
or more “dossiers” have proba- 
bly been prepared by govern- 
ment agencies which contain 
“both substance and rubbish” 
about “what a person is sup- 
posed to be.” 

He said “well-intentioned but 
careless and untrained lay 
judges” have sometimes used 
this information to stigmatize 
others unjustly under “this ex- 
panding government of men.” 

Safeguards Not Available. 

Cain said the concept of inno- 
cent-until-proven-guilty is vio- 
lated 
risk procedures. Under these, 
he said, safeguards for the in- 
dividual are “not available to- 
day to thousands of citizens 
who stand trial.” 

The Attorney General's list 
of proscribed organizations, he 
continued, is “the foundation 
for present-day guilt by asso- 
ciation . . . Because of the 
list, we are much less free to 
speak, to think, to join, to learn 


and to travel than we were 10 | 


years ago . 

“Unless we ‘define more clear- 
ly what it represents and until 
we flatly refuse to assume that 
guilt flows from mere member- 
ship, past or present, the Attor- 
ney General's list will continue 
to operate as a blunderbuss of 
insecurity.”

“Such procedure is not in 
accordance with good operating 
practice and the reasons for it 
in this instance have not been 
definitely ascertained,” the re-

It went on to say that since 
all 10 crew members were 
killed it is difficult to decide 
with certainty that fatigue was 
the principal cause of the crash, 
but: “The element of fatigue 
is strongly suggested, especially 
during the last approach. Fa- 
tigue is evidence by the pilot's 
poor adherence to the localizer 
path, the last descent to a very 
low attitude before the sharp 
pull-up, and the evidence of 
abrupt control action.”

Appointment of five interim 
investigating and survey com- 
mittees was’ announced today 
by House Speaker Roy Hamlin 
of Hannibal, despite a ruling 
by Attorney General John M. 
Dalton that the committees 
were not legally established. 
The Attorney General held 
July 7 that the committees 
could not incur expenses 
against the legislative contin- 
gent appropriations. 


At the same time, Hamlin ap- 
pointed four other committees 
provided in House or Senate 
concurrent resolutions. 


Committees ruled against by 
the Attorney General but ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of the 
House call for these inquiries: 


An _ investigation of the 
state’s methods of state in- 
come tax collection and pos- 
sible changes in the law. 

Inquiry into the operation 
of the constitutional non- 
partisan court plan of Mis- 
souri. 

A study of salary schedules 
of county officers in Missouri, 
with recommendations to be 
made to the next Legislature 
(presumably for increases). 

Investigation of operations 
of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment. , 

A study of the legislative 
rules of the House, and sub- 
mission of recommendations 
for any necessary revision to 
the 1957 Legislature. 

The Attorney General also 
had ruled against a committee 
to investigate the rate-making 
practices of the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission, partic- 
ularly in connection with its 
authorization of a general sys- 
tem of zone fares for the St. 
Louis Public Service Company. 
This committee was not ap- 
pointed by Hamlin. 

Dalton held that the six com- 
mittees were not legally cre- 
ated, under the type of resolu- 
tion adopted, and because of 
failure to present the resolu- 
tion to the Governor for signa- 
ture. 

Hamlin told the Post-Dispatch 
he appointed the five commit- 
tees because he thought that 
even though the groups could 
not spend any state funds in in- 


vestigations, they might accom- 
plish something. “At least, no 
harm could be done,” 


he said. |

Dalton rulings were handed 
down, he received numerous re- 
quests to appoint the commit- 
tees.

A great part of the labor force of this coun- 

try which should be one of our chief productive 

assets is threatening to become a liability.

President Eisenhower declared pr reiterated 


recently that “this waste of valuable skills must 
be eliminated.” Secretary of Labor Mitchell 
has warned that if the older worker is forced 
to*remain idle the rest of the country may have 


to bear higher taxes in ordet to support him in. 
a lower 


jdieness. It may also have to accept 
standard of living. 


At the same time these older persons if con- 2 


tinuously denied a chance to work will evén- 
tually “fuse into the most potent political bloc 
this nation has known, capable of bringing 
strong pressure on Congress for relief measures 
that would place an excessive burden on the 
taxpayer,” the Secretary warned. 

So the country has both the apple and the 
stick as incentive to solve the problem of the 
older workers. And much can be done. 

In particular more facts need to be known 
about the older worker's efficiency, adaptability, 
safety and reliability; employers are strongly in- 
fluenced when such facts can be shown to them, 
but the known facts so far are too meager. 

Private pension plans often stand in the way 
of employment of older workers because the 
employe’s equity cannot be carried from one 
job to another. Counseling, training, retrain- 

. ing and community-wide efforts to put older 
workers to work are demonstrably effective. 

The Federal Government started doing some- 
thing about it five years ago during the Tru- 
man Administration, with a pilot study by the 
Labor Department of the problem in five lo- 
calities. More recently the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration has obtained a special fund from Con- 
gress with which to make a more comprehensive 
attack upon the problem. 

At the same time, 19 states, Illinois among 
them, but not Missouri, have created commis- 
sions or other groups to study the special em- 
ployment problems of older people. 

All the “bits and pieces” of study made so 
far “seem to indicate that a really first-class 
study probably would show that the older 
worker is good business, but we do not have 
anything we can hand to the employer that 
really convinces him of that,” says Labor Under 
Secretary Larson. Meantime, the waste of man- 
power and womanpower in many of its poten- 
tially most useful years goes on. 

But while the older worker may pound the 
pavement in vain this year, there is a growing 
hope for the years to come. There is hope of 
a working society in which a worker is se- 
lected for a job, in Secretary Mitchell's words, 
“on the basis of ability and qualifications, re- 
gardless of age or sex.”

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How Did It Happen? 

The community can only be shocked and 
grieved by the horrible crash of the fire truck 
and mail tractor-trailer that has cost the lives of 
four firemen, including a veteran of 34 years of 
service who would have retired Oct. 2, The 
consequences are grave enough that the most 
careful investigation must be conducted to find 
out exactly what happened and why. The facts 
will do nothing to restore the heavy loss, but 
they can and should be used to guard against 
another tragedy of this sort.

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When Davy Was Really Tough 

Davy Crockett’s appeal to the juvenile trade, it 
turns out, is anything but new. And we mean 
Davy Crockett, the bear-killer, not the hero of 
the Alamo who, of course, has been in the his- 
tory books for a long time. Evidence to this ef- 
fect comes from the editors of America who have 
turned up Vol. 5, No. 108 of Beadle’s Half-Dime 
Library. Dated Oct. 10, 1879, its 16 pages are 
given over to “Daring Davy, the Young Bear- 
Killer; or the Trail of the Border Wolf.” 

Although Davy himself does no more than 
strike one evil-doer “into a state of somnolency,” 
the story holds its own fairly well with the mod- 
ern “comic” for violence and death. For exam- 
ple: Barbara Warner plots the kidnapping of 
Davy’s sweetheart, Rosebud, and mows down a 
few men with her trusty derringer before 
squaring accounts by dying to save Rosebud. 

But if the action is beyond modern criticism, 
we cannot help wondering with the editors of 
America about the 1879 story’s language. In view 
of all we hear about reading problems, what 
would today’s youngsters make of that “state of 
somnolency,” not to mention darkness “as black 
as that mythical river, the Styx, over which 
Charon waits to ferry departing souls,” or the 
news that “Davy’s act had caused this tremen- 
dous denouement.” 

Denouement. Why that word might be fatal in 
one of today’s $64,000 spelling bees. 
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Failing Mark at Sullivan 

That 17-year-old high school girl at Sullivan, 
Mo., may have been difficult to deal with. She 
may have been wunco-operative. There may 
have been other differences besides her ob- 
jection to a compulsory student activity fee.

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A Case of Red Duplicity 


A story of Russian espionage and subversion 
under cover of diplomacy is presented in docu- 
mented detail in the report of the Australian 
Royal Commission which began a 10-month in- 
vestigation after the defection of Vladimir Pet- 
rov, third secretary of the Soviet embassy in 
Canberra, on April 3, 1954. Less spectacular in 
its disclosures than a similar Canadian report in 
the case of Ivor Gouzenko almost a decade 
earlier, it nevertheless falls into the same pattern. 

Such activities abroad, as well as utter secrecy 
about activities within the Kremlin and most of 
the rest of Russia, have been the chief cause of 
Western mistrust of the Communist dictatorship. 
And this could never be allayed by the argument 
that all governments, not only the Russian, carry 
on secret intelligence operations. Such activities 
by Westerners have been almost exclusively de- 
fensive. They have sought to keep governments 
informed of possibly hostile developments; they 
were not conducted to undermine other regimes. 

As the new leaders in the Kremlin seek easier 
relations with other governments, the revelations 
in a Petrov or a Gouzenko case are their greatest 
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handicap. They may profess to have abendoned

George, chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, had publicly urged high-level 
conferences with the Chinese Communists. 

Senator George at that time expressed sur- 
prise that the Geneva talks were to be held by 
ambassadors, and repeated his belief that the 
only talks that would be fundamentally profit- 
able would be those between China’s Foreign 
Minister and Premier Chou En-lai, and United 
States officials of comparable rank and responsi- 
bility—that is to say, Secretary Dulles. 

The Senator, who had so much to do with 
summoning the Big Four conference at Geneva 
and with assuring Senate support for the Ad- 
ministration on key foreign policy measures, ex- 
pressed confidence that a high-level conference 
with Peiping would take place within a reason- 
able time. 

So when Ambassador Wang Ping-nan at Ge- 
neva last week called upon the United States 
to engage in further talks “at a higher level” 
he was only repeating what the Democratic Sen- 
ate leader on foreign policy had already pro- 
posed. It is to be hoped that Senator George's 
position will encourage Secretary Dulles to brave 
the displeasure of any Republican critics, and to 
make plans for such negotiations. 

The October conference of foreign ministers 
arranged by the heads of state “at the summit” 
must, of course, take precedence. But a China 
conference might well take place as soon there- 
after as Peiping completes fulfillment of its 
pledges on prisoners. In the meantime it 
might help if Secretary Dulles announced that 
this country is ready for such a conference on 
that condition. - 
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Dirty Business at Army Posi. 

If the Defense Department does not crack down 
on life insurance sharpers that prey around 
military posts, Congress will step in and tighten 
up the laws which regulate insurance company 
relations with military personnel. Such is the 
warning that a House Armed Services subcom- 
mittee, under Representative Hebert of Louisi- 
ana, gives to Secretary Wilson. 

Judging by the finding of the subcommittee, 
the warning is fully justified: High pressure 
salesmen talk soldiers into buying policies they 
do not want. These unwanted pelicies then lapse 
after the payment of a few wasteful premiums.

These fast operators even obtain military pay 
allotment blanks and have them ready for their 
victims to sign. 

Legitimate insurance operators will suffer if 
the life insurance industry does not clean up 
this dirty business.

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Just Like me Platform 


Vice President Nixon’s farm speech at the 
plowing contest in Wabash, Ind., reminded us 
somehow of a certain Republican party platform. 

After defending the Administration's farm 
policy as “basically sound,” and promising action 
to prevent a farm depression emergency, Mr. 
Nixon went on to outline a long-range Adminis- 
tration program. In addition to continuation of 
flexible price supports, this program included 
the following four points. 

1, A “bold, imaginative” program to develop 
new domestic and foreign markets. This reminded 
us of the G.O.P. platform pledge “to furnish 
government assistance in disposing of surpluses 
in foreign trade.” 

2. Increased research to reduce farm costs and 
increase use of farm products. This reminded us 
of the G.O.P. platform pledge “to facilitate eco- 
nomical production and increased consumption,” 
and “to promote the industrial use of farm 
products.” 

3. Continuation of soil conservation and simi- 
lar programs. This reminded us of the G.O.P. 
platform pledge to pursue “the Republican prin- 
ciples of soil conservation and land retirement 
for the restoration of land resources.” 

4. A program of rural development to aid 
marginal farmers. This reminded us of the 
G.O.P. platform pledge for “acquisition of aban- 
doned and non-productive farm land by volun- 
tary sale or lease, and the devotion of such land 
to appropriate public use, such as watershed 
protection and flood prevention.” 

Mr. Nixon being the Republican Vice Presti- 
dent in a Republican Administration, it may not 
seem worthy of remark that his ideas apparently 
parallel those expressed in a Republican plat- 
form. However, the G.O.P. platform which is 
quoted above was the platform of 1936. We 
believe that Mr. Nixon and his party will need 
either to develop these old ideas or to find new 
ideas if they are to meet the farm problem of 
1956 in a “bold, imaginative” way. 
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Hurricanes Connie and Diane were lulus, but 
it’s this Hurricane Alert that keeps hanging 
around. 
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Guerrillas and Malayan Amnesty 

The newly elected native government of Ma- 
laya is off to a good start in one respect. Two 
days after an amnesty offer to all repentant 
Communist guerrillas, four of them, including 
one of the top leaders, surrendered. As most 
guerrillas are deep in the maw of Malaya’s great 
green jungle, it may take weeks for all those 
who wish to surrender to do so. 

Malaya still has a British High Commissioner, 
but its parliament is now in the hands of the 
newly formed Alliance party composed of Ma- 
lays, Indians and Chinese. Thus the amnesty 
offer came from people of the same races as the 
Communists, most of whom are Chinese, and not 
from the British who have been fighting the 
guerrillas for seven years. 

The Chinese Communists’ claim that they have 
been aiding in a nationalist effort to upset for- 
eign rule in Malaya is now destroyed.

WASHINGTON. 

The Americans, so they tell you them- 
selves, are a volatile people, quick to 
feel and to register the extremes of na- 
tional optimism and despair. 

This I have always tended to discount, 
feeling that Americans are inclined 
to do less than justice to their own ca- 
pacity for political courage and consist- 
ency, and to confuse an articulate public 
opinion with an irresponsible one. 


Bold and fumbling leadership, calm 
good sense and international truculence, 
gnawing fear of 
ghosts within the 
body political and 
robust calm when 
confronted with 
real problems, a 
near slump and /? 
high prosperity — , 
the last four years ~* 
have produced ex- 
amples of all these. 

In my brief span 
in Washington, I 
have had to report 
the growth of the 
black cloud of Mc- 
Carthyism until it Dwight D. >See 
cast its shadow not 
only across American politics and pol- 
icy, but across the intimacies of private 
life as well, and yet also to record Sen- 
ator McCarthy’s complete deflation. 


There have been two Presidents in 
the White House of totally dissimilar 
temperaments—Mr. Truman, who for 
his courage and ability to meet the 
challenge of his times is, in my opinion 
at least, to be rated as one of the great- 
est of his country’s leaders, and Mr. 
Eisenhower, who has been both one of 
the worst and one of the best American 
Presidents. 


From Risk to Renunciation 


In the past four years—or rather in 
the past two and a half—the United 
States has come within a pen stroke of 
risking total war, and yet has now re- 
nounced war as an instrument of policy 
with a fervor that carries with it an 
ultimate danger of appeasement. 

I have seen relations between the 
British and American Governments 
achieve a degree of intimacy unparal- 
leled between sovereign nations in 
peacetime, degenerate into noisy and 
unworthy recrimination, and recover 
most of their earlier warmth. 

Few foreign correspandents are cold- 
blooded enough to be dispassionate ob- 
servers. of the countries to which they 
are accredited. To see one’s sane and 
liberal American friends in official or 
university life ground between the mill- 
stones of fear and folly in high places, 
particularly during 1954— “the Black 
Year”’—was as nerve-wracking and dis- 
couraging to an Americophile English- 
man as was the year of Munich for 
Americans who had been brought up to 
take the courage of England for granted. 


After Meeting Hard Facts 


Yet the past four years have been 
profoundly interesting to a student of 
the United States, more interesting 
even a the four that receded them, 
though these witnessed the rapid devel- 
opment of an American sense of respon- 
sibility for a peace and sta- 
bility from the Truman Doctrine of 
1947, oa the development of the 
Marshall Plan and the founding of 
NATO, to the Korean War. For in retro- 
spect it is possible to see that the earli- 
er phase of postwar American foreign 
policy, much more imaginative and pos- 
itive though it was, was built on a 
shaky domestic political understanding. 

The central drama of my years in 
Washington has been the attempt of the 
powerful conservative forces in Ameri- 
ca to break the pattern of international 
and national responsibility established 
by a far-sighted liberal minority, and 
yet their final and almost complete ac- 
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ceptance of it as their own. As one 
of my American colleagues has said, 
“Tke’s great achievement has been to 
make the Republican party a signatory 
of NATO.” 


Much of the noise and confusion that 
surrounded the ending of 20 years 
of Democratic Administration and the 
first two of a Republican one were 
probably inevitable. For in American 
politics lack of power corrupts as abso- 
lutely as power itself. The dissociation 
of all but an intelligent fragment of the 
Republican party from the great domes- 
tic and international developments of 
two decades had implanted a weird 
mixture of vindictiveness and nostalgia, 
and this only a steady confrontation of 
the hard facts of world responsibility 
could exorcise. 


Counter-Revolution Fails 


But three partly fortuitous develop- 
ments made the course of the attempted 
counter-revolution more vicious and 
wasteful than it might otherwise have 
been: the low national morale of the 
early 1950s, resulting from the casual- 
ties and frustrations of the Korean war; 
the growth of a sense of fear and ur- 
gency as the end of the American he- 
gemony in nuclear and strategic wea- 
pons became more apparent; and the 
election in 1952 of a President who did 
not then understand the American con- 
stitutional system or the obligations of 
direct leadership. 

At the risk of great over-simplifica- 
tion I feel that it was the first of these 
on which McCarthyism chiefly fed; it 
was the second which, together with 
the belief of inexperienced Republican 
legislators and administrators that there 
was some cheaper and easier’ way to 
achieve world peace than the hard road 
their predecessors had charted, lay at 
the heart of the bomb-rattling of 1953 
and 1954; and it was President Eisen- 
hower’s inexperience which permitted 
the atmosphere of uncertainty and 
chaos to last longer than it need have. 

The Geneva conference, with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's calm attitude toward 
the Russians, and the public enthusiasm 
that his performance there aroused on 
the Right as much as on the Left, seems 
to symbolize the end of an unhappy 
chapter of American history. 


Exciting Years Ahead 


The next phase in American politics 
is likely to center much more on nation- 
al than on international affairs. With a 
birth rate which is now rising faster 
than that of most Asian countries, with 
a developing crisis in both elementary 
and high education, with acute prob- 
lems of conservation and power, roads 
and housing policy, with a constantly 
accelerating pace of technological 
change, it is clear that the American 
society, far from becoming static, is on 
the verge of a new domestic revolution. 


The interest of the coming years will 
not, it seems to me, lie in which group 
can hang a charge of treason or isola- 
tionism and irresponsibility on the oth- 
er; that battle is over, though the field 
is still littered wih the wounded. 


It will lie in who ride the new in- 
ternal whirlwind; whether the 
Republican party can become what it 
once was, the party of empirical - gp 
like the British Conservative party, or 
whether it will go back again into the 
wilderness of Hooverism. 

It promises to be a much more ex- 
citing and valuable debate than that of 
the last four years.

Between Book Ends 
The Curse of the Costes 


THE MALEDICTION, by Jean Giono. Translated 
from the French by Peter de Mendelssohn, (Cri- 
terion Books, 157 pgs., $3.) 

This is the fifth novel by Jean Giono 
to be published in the United States 
since 1937. And although we seem to 
have a limited acquaintance with M. 
Giono over here, it doesn’t require a 
vast amount of foreknowledge to per- 
ceive that “The Malediction” is one of 
the minor novels by this recently 
elected member of the Academie Gon- 
court and major figure in the pre-World 
War II period in French literature. 

The story M. Giono deals with here 
is in the vein of his important work. A 
provincial family, the Costes, seems to 
be haunted by a vague sort of malig- 
nant curse which one of its forebears 
brought back from Mexico along with 
considerable wealth. The narrative is 
told by one of the citizens of the town 
in which the Costes live who himself 
becomes involved with the last of the 
Costes. It is rather intriguing to see 
how fate consistent- 
ly works against 
the Costes, although 
it. is a good deal 
more meaningful to 
see how the ca- 
prices of destiny 
which play with us 
all are interpreted 
by the narrator and 
the townsfolk, who 
tend to rejoice in 
such misfortunes, 
to be manifesta- 
tions of the curse. 

These people pro- 

Jean Gicno vide M. Giono with 
the material for some fascinating in- 
sights into the human behavior as he 
observes their animal-like competition 
for information about the mysterious 
stranger called Monsieur Joseph, their 
fabrications about his past, their prim- 
itive ostracism of the Costes for fear 
that the curse will touch them too, 
their pathological interest in every- 
thing that happens on the Coste es- 
tate (Le Moulin de Polonge), and 
their amazement that old Monsieur Jo- 
seph should marry the _ grotesquely 
beautiful Julie, the last of the Coste 
line, and dare the curse to descend on 
his new family—which it inevitably 
does. It’s as if nothing ever happens 
to these people, and they are delighted 
when everything seems to happen to 
the Costes, doubly so when it appears 
that their own fated afflictions may be 
heaped on the Costes. 


One of M. Giono’s real gifts is a 
facility to completely immerse one in 
a world of his creation. When you 
repeat the scheme of “The Malediction” 
it seems quite tenuous. But when you 
are reading the novel it all seems in- 
tensely real, making contact with all 
of one’s sensory apparatus. We do not 
understand his people (perhaps Giono 
does not understand them intellectually 
either) but they disturb us with their 
insistence on being alive. 

But with all these attributes, includ- 
ing a finely developed sense of the 
irony and comedy mixed up in life, 
Jean Giono is a far lesser novelist in 
“The Malediction” than he was a year 
ago in “The Horseman on the Roof.” 
For when “The Malediction” is fin- 
ished it is finished. But the Costes 
were not lofty enough to endure a fate 
that was tragic. They were not lowly 
enough to be pitiful. If anyone, it’s 
the villagers we remember, not the 
Costes; and I doubt that is the way M. 
Giono intended.

And not neces- 
sarily on the programs that specialize in medicine like 
“Medic.” Practically all the programs from Edward

taken a whack at it. 

If you're at all attentive, you will net only acquire 
a thorough-going medical education, but probably 
discover in yourself symptoms of diseases that you

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The Student Is More on His Own in Doing College Work Than He Ever Was in High School

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- preparing for college classes. . 


e wrote: 

“At the first class meeting, 
our Psych I instructor casually 
announced that we were to have 
read the first 10 chapters of the 
textbook by Friday of the fourth 
week of school. ; 

“He said that, unless we asked 
questions, he would assume that 
we were having no difficulty 
with reading and understanding 
it. That was the only announce- 
ment he made. 

“For the next few weeks, he 
lectured on various things and 
said nothing more about assign- 
ments. I decided psych was a 
snap. 

“Then, after about a month of 
school, we found an examination 
waiting for us when we entered 
the classroom. I'll never forget 
the howls of agony that went 
up. At least half of the class, 
including yours truly, had never 
opened the book.” 

The student is more on his 
own in doing college work than 
he ever was in high school. 
Many professors don’t even 
bother to call the roll. As one 
chem prof put it, “I don’t care 
where they learn the material— 
in class or at a soda fountain— 
just so they know it by exam 
time.” 

Many students have a diffi- 
cult time adjusting to this new 

independence and self-direction. 
For some, the soda fountain or 
the student lounge is just too 
great a temptation. “I'll work 
twice as hard tomorrow and 
make up for it,” they tell them- 
selves, But students who can 
cut classes and still do good 
work are few and far between. 


This does: not mean that cél- 
lege teachers are indifferent to 
whether students sink or swim. 
As a matter of fact, most of 
them are willing to give some 
individual help if we ask for it. 

But the difference between 
the high school and college 
teacher is this: 

The high school teacher 
sought out the troubled and 
confused students, practically 
forcing them to accept help. The 
college teacher assumes that 
his students are old enough and 
wise enough to know when they 
need help and to ask him or 
someone else for help if they 
need it. 

Most college freshmen expe- 
rience a rude awakening along 
about the second week or so. 
At first, the idea of having each 
class only every other day, often 
only once or twice a week, 
seems wonderful. 

From the end of the class on 
Monday morning until it meets 
again on Wednesday seems like 
a small eternity. But they soon 
learn that the fewer the class 
meetings, the larger the assign- 
ments. 

Then, too, colleges texts 
aren't written as simply as high- 
school books. As one student 
put it, “I never sit down with 
just my text, but always with

two books. One is Webster's 
dictionary.” 

Another student admitted, “I 
always read my assignments at 
least twice.

So the belief that there is 
plenty of time for everything 
soon evaporates, By the second 
month or so most freshmen are 
wondering how in the world 
they can ever finish all their 
assignments in the time al- 
lowed.

to “thinking it over,” the av- 
erage student has forgotten 
many of the author's important 
points. Some must even waste 
the time they have just saved 
by reading the very same mate- 
rial a second time. 

The trick is to read and think 
at the same time. Whenever 
you discover your mind slip- 
ping off into daydreams as you 
absently skim the words, pull 
back to reality. After a week 
or so of enforced concentration, 

ou will find that you get more 
rom your assignments with 
just one reading when the read- 
ing is accompanied by thought. 

College is organized on the 
belief that young people who 
attend it are mature enough to 
manage their own affairs. 

There is more discipline than 
in the work world of adults, 
but less than most young peo- 

le have experienced before. 
ow to learn to use freedom 
and opportunity is the real test 
of the teen-ager on the door- 
step of adulthood. 

Those who finish a college 
course successfully are granted 
a degree. This degree will 
mean that the graduate repre- 
sents the college and its train- 
ing program for the rest of his 
life. If college degrees are to 
mean anything, and if a given 
college is to maintain a repu- 
tation for doing its work well, 
certain requirements. have to 
be met. 

“Requirements” are never 
fully satisfactory. They mean 
that we must take some courses 
and have classes with some 
professors of little or no inter- 
est. This is part of the price 
of obtaining a degree. 

“Electives” are more pleas- 
ant, but often the “require- 
ments,” which seemed so fool- 
ish, unnecessary or difficult, 
also prove to be worthwhile. 

There have, of course, been 
geniuses who refused to har- 
ness themselves with college 
rules and quit rather than face 
the music. Great authors, in- 
ventors and other persons of 
distinction have sometimes 
been in the group who decided 
to go out on their own rather 
than face up to discipline. 

We shall, however, find more, 
even of the geniuses, who saw 
it through and profited by the 
experience. Life everywhere is 
full of requirements. It is a 
part of adulthood to meet them. 

For many there is too much 
social life on the college cam- 
pus; for some, too little. A bal- 
anced social life is desirable 
for the well-balanced per- 
sonality. While some scientists 
or authors may live as intro- 
verts, most human beings need, 
as well as enjoy, the social side 
of life.

OLLEGE should help cor- 
Crect aspects of personality 
that have been a little out of 
balance, that is for those who 
are willing to look themselves 
over and work at it. 

Those who are inclined to be 
too bookwormish should throw 
the books aside on Friday or 
Saturday night for some social 
life. Those who have done little 
else but socialize should begin 
to act like adults and settle 
down to a fixed routine of work, 
putting it ahead of bull sessions 
and dances. 

I suppose there is no group 
alive that sleeps so little at night 
and dozes so much during the 
day at their work and in classes 
as do college students.

As important as having a 
regular study schedule in the 
cultivation of the habit of pitch- 
ing in and working when one 
is at it.

If one is in college 
simply for the prestige the de- 
gree adds to social or business 
life, he can perhaps afford to 
drift along. 

But if he has goals which 
will require the use of his cre- 
ative gifts, he must cultivate 
the mind and develop its pow- 
ers or be a cripple in his fu- 
ture work. 

Steps toward moral maturity 
may well begin with facing the 
music in class performance. It 
is part of adulthood to take the 
responsibility for the outcome 
of one’s own performance. In 
any case, when examinations 
come around as they do so reg- 
ularly, it doesn't do much good 
to say, “That tough prof gave 
me an F!”

Forgotten Cash

OU wouldn’t think people would be so careless with the 

stuff, but the Mercantile Trust Co. has found itself with 

$162,689.91 which has been left in their care and then 
either forgotten, abandoned or rather pointedly ignored for 
> five years or more. 

You may have noticed 
the full-page ad the Mer- 
cantile Trust had in the 
Post-Dispatch the other 
day, with the heading, “IS 
ONE OF THESE UN- 
CLAIMED DEPOSITS 
YOURS”? followed by a 
list of 568 names of de- 
positors the bank couldn’t 
locate, and the amount 
each is entitled to. The 
sums range from $50 to 
nearly $5000. About two 
thirds of the accounts are 
savings accounts and one 
third checking accounts. 


x * * 

WE COULDN’T FIND 
OUR NAME on the list, 
but nonetheless we were 
curious about so much un- 
claimed money, so we trot- 
ted down to the bank to find out what gives with such peo- 
ple, and what becomes of the money. 

In time we found ourself talking to Joe Ganser, the 
cashier, and Ted Richardson, head of the savings depart- 
ment. Just what gives with people, Ganser assured us, is 
something all banks have been wondering about for years. 
As to what becomes of the money, it remains right there in 
the bank, safe and untouched. If such a depositor comes 
back in 50 years, or his descendants come back in 100 years, 


and they can provide proof of ownership, the money will 
be there for them. 


oe oe 

SOME 40 YEARS AGO, Ganser explained, the state 
passed a law that every five years every state bank has to 
publish a list of unclaimed deposits of $50 or more. Mis- 
souri is one of many states that has such a law. National 
banks don’t have to do it. The list has to be published 
twice, the two publications a week apart. 

An unclaimed deposit, Ganser says, is one which has 
shown no activity for five years or more. No deposits, no 
withdrawals, no inquiries from the depositor. While some 
of them are comparatively new and are in this category now 
for the first time, many of them have appeared on the list 
many times, and probably will appear many times more. 
One, for instance, for a sum of $95.25, belonging to a woman 
whose address is, or was, Braeman Lodge Horsely, Sussex, 
England, has been there since 1919 and has been advertised 
every five years since. No word from Braeman Lodge 
Horsely. 
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THERE ARE QUITE A NUMBER of business firms, no 
longer in existence, on the list, with deposits of from $100 
to $500. This is usually explained by the fact that when the 
firm went out of business they paid out everything they had 
and their account. was zero. But payee may have mislaid a 
check, or forgot to cash it, so they are still credited with 
that much in the bank. 

Every time the list hits the street, the telephones of 
both Ganzer and Richardson start ringing. Sometimes it’s 
the people themselves, sometimes it’s someone who knows 
something about them. If it is the depositor himself, one 
of two things will happen. Either he was perfectly aware 
of the money’s existence and a little sore because they pub- 
lished his name in the paper, or he didn’t know about it 
and is grateful. Sometimes it’s a son or daughter or a grand- 
child. One man called whose mother had just died. He 
didn’t know about the nearly $500 she had in the bank and 
was worried about how he was going to pay the funeral 
expenses. He was very grateful. 

x « * 

ONE YOUNG WOMAN called who knew she had a few 
dollars in the bank, but was quite surprised to learn that 
she had more than $600. It developed that her mother, 
before her death, had been adding to her account without 
telling her. She took a trip abroad. 

The even sum of $100 appears quite often in the list. 
That, Ganser said, is the amount a lot of people open an 
account with. Then many of them just leave it there be- 
cause they derive a sense of security from just knowing it’s 
there. 

:: 

LAWYERS ALWAYS CHECK the list carefully to see 
if any estates they are administering are represented there, 
and the public administrator does the same. People who 
spot names of people they know call to report on them, 
Like the man who called while we were at Ganser’s desk. 
He was a real estate operator, and he had once sold a house 
to a man whose name was on the list, but the man had long 
since moved to California. 

All a person who finds his name on the list has to do 
to get his money is show up at the bank, present proper 
proof, and the money is his. In the case of relatives of 
people who have died, they have to present not only proof 
but a copy of the will. Granddaughter Mary might try to 
claim the money, when the will says it goes to grandson 
John. 

. = = 

THE LAW REQUIRES only that accounts of $50 or 
more be published. There are several thousand more ac- 
counts in the bank under that amount, we were told by 
Richardson in the savings department. For two or three 
months before publication time, Richardson says, the bank 
conducts an intensive campaign to find the people by mail 
and telephone. They trace people through former neighbors 
and friends, and find a lot of them. This year, for instance, 
they had a list of 1400, which they reduced to 568 by publi- 
cation time. 

In the savings department, it’s usually just a change 
of address. “I know about the money,” people say. “I just 
moved, that's all.” In the savings department they clear up 
about half the cases with each publication. The percentage 
is much lower among unclaimed checking accounts. 
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A SAVINGS ACCOUNT, incidentally, draws interest 
only for five years if there has been no activity. Then it 
goes into unclaimed accounts and stops drawing interest. 
There are some savings accounts which have been un- 
claimed since 1904. 

Just how much money there is lying unclaimed in 
banks around the country today is something that is im- 
possible to estimate, Richardson says, but it gives you some- 
thing to think about. Millions, no doubt.

on cooking like? Here are three of his “pet” recipes, 
as given by Capt. Richard E. McCutchen:

intelligence officer. Promoted 
to first lieutenant in June, 1951, 
he sailed the following June for 
Europe to take command of the 
Embassy Guard in Paris. 

“In France, renowned for its 
foods and cooking, I really be- 
gan to study French cuisine,” 
he said. “I had always appre- 
ciated French cooking since I 
attended school in New Orleans 
from 1942 to 1944 and learned 
to appreciate the specialties of 
the Creole restaurants there.”

ETURNING to the United 
R states from Paris in October 

1953 Dick was promoted to 
captain in January of last year 
and left immediately for Japan 
to take command of a mortar 
company with the Third Marine 
Division, and then was trans- 
ferred to the First Marine Divi- 
sion in Korea. In January of 
this year he was assigned to the 
staff of the Naval ROTC Unit, 
Ohio State University, Colum- 
bus, O. 

Married in June, 1949, to the 
former Betsy Griffen, a fellow 
student at Tulane University, 
the Captain has three little 
girls, Sherrill, 442 years old;

West led the spade jack, 
and declarer, wanting to lead 
trumps toward his holding, put 
up dummy’s spade king. He 
then led the heart deuce. 

Actually, this gave East a 
problem. South might have K-J 
of trumps, and if East ducked, 
South might finesse and lose to 
West's queen. However, after 
only a little thought, East de- 
cided that that was too remote’ 
a chance, so he put up the 
trump ace and returned the 
spade queen. South played the 
ace, and West ruffed. In effect 
that was the death knell of the 
contract since the defenders 
were sure to get a spade trick 
and a club. 

South was guilty of a serious 
slip when he took the first trick 
in dummy. East had bid spades 
at the two-level, vulnerable, on 
a suit lacking the ace, king and 
jack. Surely, then, he probably 
had a six-card suit, which meant 
that the jack was probably a 
singleton. In_ short, South 
should have foreseen the ruff 
because of the information 
given him in the bidding. 

Obviously, then, South should 
have taken the first trick with 
the spade ace, then led a dia- 
mond to dummy’s king in order 
to return a trump. If East put 
up the trump ace immediately, 
to return a spade, West could 
ruff, but dummy’s king would 
be preserved. Thereafter, de- 
clarer could regain the lead 
and draw trumps. 

The only point was to make 
it impossible for West to ruff 
one of North-South’s high 
spades.

MOM AND POP are out 
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Women Don't Like It, but Men Do It to Build Status, Says Psychologist

DETROIT, Sept. 19 (AP). 
RE American women 
A spoitea? European and 
American men both say 
“ves,” 

American women don’t hav 
anything to do, the men say. 
Their homes run without them 
—by automation. And, they 
have the “gimmies.” 

A man, they say, has to keep 
showering his wife with new 
automatic gadgets and fur coats, 
none of which keeps them satis- 
fied for more than a few weeks. 

But who spoiled them? 

Their men! 

A psychologist, a man at that, 
is quick to admit it. 

Dr. William Wattenberg, of 
the Wayne University psychol- 
ogy department, says. 

“American men want their 
wives spoiled. It’s the only 
way they can assert their own 
importance. A man has to feel 
he’s the rock of the house, the 
one who has to dash home and 
cut logs for the fireplace when 
the heater goes on the blink— 
the one who has to put on the 
screens and storm doors. 

“He goes to any extreme to 
preserve his superiority.” 

Dr. Wattenberg calls atten- 
tion to many ruses man will use 
to preserve and flaunt his 
superiority: 

The man in the supermarket 
—he’s not there pushing the 
cart around because his wife 
wants him to. He likes to think 
he’s the one who is strong 
enough to carry the heavy gro- 
cery bag to the car and into the 
house. 

All the labor saving devices 
in the home—it’s the man who 
insists upon buying them. It 
gives him a sense of pride. 
Makes him feel and look suc- 
cessful. 

When the family goes on a 
trip, who does the driving? The 
man. It makes him feel essen-

tial. And when something goes 
wrong with the car, he fixes it.

“European men resent the 
way ‘we Americans spoil our 
wives,” he adds. “They think 
it’s awful. But they don’t blame 
the men. They blame the wom- 
en for letting men spoil them. 


“I’m not sure we men haven't 
gotten ourselves into an unhap- 


py dilemma. Now that we have . 


made ourselves completely hap- 
py by making our wives useless 
and ourselves useful—the wom- 
en don’t like it.” 


Women don’t feel needed. 
They know the house will al- 
most run itself. If they take 
a job, the men complain (that 
undermines their ego). About 
all that’s left for them is an 
imaginary illness to get atten- 
tion or demands for more gifts 
so they can kid themselves into 
thinking the man thinks they’re 
worth them, Dr. Wattenberg 
says. 

So what's the solution? 


Dr. Wattenberg thinks of two:

2. He could throw out all the 
gadgets—all the automatic 
equipment. Also get rid of the 
car and insist upon hikes in- 
stead of drives.
